One of the Most Important Steps Is 


Selection of Breeding Stock—- 


Look for Vigor. 


One of the most important steps to- 


ward success in turkey raising is the 
proper selection of breeding stock. 
Unhatchabie eggs, weak poults, and 
small, scrubby turke>s are largely the 
result of carelessness in the selection 
of the parent stock. In selecting tur- 
keys for breeding purposes, strength 
and vigor are the hrst points to be 
considered. To indicate this the body 
should be deep and wide, the back 
broad, and the breast round and full. 
The head should be of good size and 
of n clean, healthy appearance.

GEESE THRIVE ON PASTURE 


Fowls Will Pick Up Most of Their 


Living Except During Winter and 


Breeding Season. 


Geese are usually raised where 


they have a good grass range or pas- 
ture as they are good grazers and usu- 
ally pick most of their living, except 
during the winter months and the 
breeding season. Goslings should be 
fed a mash of two parts shorts and 
one part cornmeal by weight, chang- 
ing at the end of three weeks to equal 
parts of shorts and cornmeal with 5 
per cent each of beef scrap and grit. 
A fattening ration may be made of a 
mush of one part shorts and two parts 
cornmeal by weight with 5 per cent 
of beef scrap, fed in the morning, and 
a feed of corn at night. 


SLIGHT IMPORTANCE OF GRIT 


Lack of Material Will Cause Indiges- 


tion and Impaired Health— 


Gravel Also Helps. 


Many poultry raisers gradually be- 


gin to .slight the importance of grit. 
Lack of grit means poor digestion and 
impaired health.

health and increase the egg yield.

VALUE OF ALFALFA PASTURE 


Farmers and Swine Breeders Inter- 


ested 
in Experiments Con- 


ducted in Nebraska. 


A story of value to farmers and hog 


growers is found in a report of exper- 
iments in Nebraska in feeding pigs on 
alfalfa pasture. 


"During the summer of 1916, three 


lots of 20 pigs each were fed corn 
and 60 per cent protein tankage In 
self-feeders while running in fields of 


Pigs on Alfalfa Pasture Do Not Need 


Much Grain. 


alfalfa 
Three similar lots of pics 


•were fed the same ration but were 
kept in a dry lot where there was no 
green feed. 
Two lots of pigs were on 


trial 56 days, two lots »n trial 42 days, 
and two lots on trial 7O days. Tho 
average weight of the pigs in the vari- 
ous lots ranged from 37 to 47 pounds 
when the tests began and from 47 to 
115 pounds when the te^s ended. 


"The pigs in the dry lots ate 4.18 


pounds of tankage per 100"pounds of 
corn and tankage, while those on pas- 
ture ate 3.85 pounds of tankage for 
each 100 pounds of corn and tankage. 
The pigs on alfalfa gained at the rate 
of .87 pound per day,'while those in 
the dry lot gained at the rate of .32 
pound a day. The pigs in the dry lots 
ate 596 pounds o2 corn and 23 pounds 
of tankage to produce 100 pounds gain, 
while those on alfalfa pasture ate 207 
pounds of cori^ and 14 pounds of tank- 
age to produce 100 pounds' gain. Access 
to alfalfa pasture reduced the grain 
eaten to produce 100 pounds of gain 
nearly one-half. 


"Considering corn worth $1.40 per 


oushel or $5O.OO per ton and tank- 
age worth $100 per ton, the cost af 
corn and tankage for 100 pounds of 
?aln In the alfalfa field was $8.12 as 
against $15.47 In the dry lot. Alfalfa 
pasture reduced the cost of gains near- 
ly one-half.''

On my farm from three to six celts 


are raised every year, and I never at- 
tempt to wean them until they are at 
least five months old. I prefer more to 
less age. The three-month-old colt will 
live, of course, when weaned at that 
age and properly cared for; but wb*n 
five months have- passed by the opera- 
tion is performed with less danger and 
worry to both the colt and its mother. 
It is the most convenient age to bring 
about the separation. I always prepare 
my colts for the critical time of wean- 
ing by getting them acquainted with 
feeds that will be proper when the 
mother is taken away. 


In vogue there are two methods of 


weaning where the separation may be 
either sudden or prolonged. In the lat- 
ter case the mother is brought back 
three times daily and the colt al- 
lowed to nurse. 'This operation Is soon. 
lessened to twice daily and then to 
once a day, which soon culminates In 
complete separation. When the wean- 
ing is done suddenly it is very im- 
portant to milk the mare by hand as 
often as required. 


During the time of weaning the colt 


should be confined in a comfortable, 
roomy box stall, containing no manger 
or boxes with which' the youngster 
may become entangled. Low walls are 
particularly dangerous, as the colt 
may rear up and in an attempt to get 
over become caught in some way and 
injure itself. When a few days have 
passed a run outdoors at night in a 
high-fenced yard will be helpful.
